Job security remains key issue 

Talks suspended 


Negotiations broke down 
Monday in a labor dispute bet¬ 
ween Victoria Press Ltd. and the 
Joint Council of Newspaper 
Unions which has halted 
publication of Victoria’s two 
daily newspapers. 

Within hours after govern¬ 
ment-appointed mediator Clark 
Gilmour suspended negotiations 
for a cooling-off period, the Joint 
Council announced it would 
publish a newspaper three times 
weekly during the peri(»d when 
publication of the Victoria Times 
and The Daily Colonist is 
suspended. 

I.,en Guy, chief union 
negotiator, said the strike could 
last for three months. 

It began at midnight last 
Friday when 21 pressmen, 
members of Printing 
Pressmen s Union Local 79, ’no 
actually print the daily papers, 
walked oh the job. 

By Saturday night about 300 
other employees of Victoria 
Press were being refused ad¬ 
mittance to the plant by com¬ 
pany noanagement. 

Main issue in dispute is the 
question of job security at a time 
of technological change in the 
industry which threatens to do 
away with some jobs. 

The company has guaranteed, 
during the life of the contract, 
the jobs of 85 per cent of the 
pressmen now employed but the 
Joint Council wants job security 
for 95 per cent of the employees. 
The company offered to send the 
issue to binding arbitration but 


this suggestion was rejected by 
the union side. 

J. C. Melville, general 
manager of Victoria Press, said 
Tuesday that negotiations so far 
have concentrated solely on the 
Issue of job security and the 


company wanted to move on to 
other contract issues.

Gilmour said he would call 
further bargaining sessions 
when he thinks the time is op¬ 
portune. 

One of the last matters that 
•arose in the last negotiating 
session was that The Newspaper 
Guild initiated a grievance 
against Victoria Press, claiming 
about 1250,000 in pay to em¬ 
ployees who, the guild claimed, 
were laid off work without the 
required two weeks notice. 

The company issued a 
statement Tuesday telling 
employees that Victoria Press 
would continue their existing 
medical and life insurance 
coverage and that the em¬ 
ployees’ share of the cost of this 
coverage would be recovered 
from them “when normal 
operations resume." 

The decision to publish a 
newspaper while the regula* 
papers are out of operation was 
made within hours of the break¬ 
down in negotiations Monday. 
The paper is being produced by 
employees who are on strike or 
locked out and its initial press 
run was planned at 45,000 copies.

Air fares rising by 21% 


Air fare between Victoria and 
Vancouver will effectively rise 
by 21 per cent beginning Jan. 1, 
as the result of a new airport 
charge to be imposed on 
’everyone boarding a plane in 
Canada. 

The charge, announced by 
federal 'Transport Minister Jean 
Marchand this week, will 
amount to $2.80 a passenger and 
will apply to all domestic, in¬ 


ternational, and charter 
departures. 

If a passenger departs from 
more than one airport on any 
flight, because of a stopover or a 
change of plane, he will have to 
pay the charge — the govern¬ 
ment has avoided calling it a tax 
— twice. 

The charge is actually being 
imposed against the airline 
companies because the govern-

'The charge is expected to 
reduce by almost half the annual 
deficit of the revolving fund, but 
the airpots still won’t be paying 
for themselves, Marchand said.

But the ramifications of 
multiple-occupancy dwelling are 
such that the potential hazards 
can’t be ignored, he said. 

For example, last weekend’s 
serious fu-e at the Seagate 
apartment buildmg in Victoria 
West started in one suite which, 
translated to a single-family 
dwelling situation, would have 
meant loss of property and 
disruption to one family. 

But, as it was, some 35 or 40 
families were directly affected 
by the blaze. 

Chief fire prevention officer 
Art Leason said that out of 
nearly 1,500 buildings surveyed 
in the city, betwe m 60 and 70 per 
cent were found deficient in one 
or several respects.

Boa with motion 
shocks fireman 


An eight-foot boa constrictor 
survived a fire that engulfed a 
house at 408 Kerr early Monday. 

'The snake, a pet of occupant 
Sandra Erickson and her two 
children, Troy, 3, and 'Tracey, 4 , 
was found in the remains of a 
front bedroom curled up in the 
bottom of its glass cage. 

Assistant chief Giff Button 
said a fireman saw the animal 
and. thinking it was dead, poked 
it with his foot. 

“He nearly hit the roof when 
the thing started to move," 
Button said. 

Mrs. Erickson, who had taken 
her children to a neighbor’s 


house after the fire broke out, 
came to the rescue. She picked 
up the animal, examined it to see 
if it was injured, then draped it 
around her neck and walked out 
as firemen cleared a path for 
her. 

Another pet, a guinea pig, died 
in the fire. 

Button estimated the loss at 
$15,000 for the building and $3,000 
for the contents. He said the 
contents were not insured. 

'The fire, reported at 6:57 a.m., 
was believed to have been 
caused by children playing with 
matches, he said. 
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Garbage men 
rate second 


WASHINGTON-Americans are 
pessimistic about their govern¬ 
ment, cynical about their leaders, 
and alarmed over the state of 
their nation, but they’re putting 
their trust in a group which is 
in the dirtiest business of all. 

A Senate - financed poll con¬ 
ducted by Louis Harris found that 
US. citizens place more confi¬ 
dence in their garbage men than 
in the police, church, press. 
Congress, or the White House 

Only two groups - the medi¬ 
cal profession and the trash men 
- earned the trust of more than 
half the 1,596 persons polled 
Sept 13-22 in 200 locations. 

Doctors were trusted by 57 
per cent and garbage men by 52 
per cent. 

The poll, which cost $25,000, 
was commissioned by the Senate 
subcommittee on intergovern¬ 
mental relations and released by 
chairman Sen. Edmund Muskie 
(D-Maine) and Sen. Edward Gur¬ 
ney (R-Fla.). 

Also polled were 68 state offi¬ 
cials in 15 states and 206 local 
government officials in 96 muni¬ 
cipalities. 

The poll showed 53 per cent 
feel there is “something deeply 
wrong in America" but only 34 
per cent of the state officials 
and 45 per cent of the munici¬ 
pal leaders agreed 

Forty-five per cent felt the 
quality of life has deteriorated 
in the last 10 years, but they 
got agreement from only 6 per 
cent of state officials and 24 
per cent of local officials' 

“Leaders tend far less to see 


the country in a state of unusual 
crisis," Harris said, “at least 
in part because they feel that 
governmental services and many 
other key institutions are doing 
a more effective job than the 
public is prepared to believe.” 

Seventy-two per cent of those 
polled were most concerned about 
inflation, compared with 57 per 


cent who expressed similar con¬ 
cern in a May, 1972, poll 
Replacing taxes as the second 
most critical issue was govern¬ 
ment integrity, reflecting the 
Watergate scandal. Other leading 
issues of concern were crime, 
drugs, welfare reform,pollution, 
taxes, the energy crisis, educa¬ 
tion and “soci^ breakdown.” 


Smokers cited 
as cause , 

of six fires 


Carelessly placed cigarettes 
caused six of eight fires in 
Greater Victoria on the 
weekend, according to a fire 
department spokesman. 

The eight fires resulted in 
injuries to three people and more 
than $100,000 damage. 

Victoria police said Muriel 
Pattle, 49, of Suite 4. 1115 
Collinson, received third degree 
burns to her head and neck when 
fire broke out in a couch in her 
apartment Saturday afternoon. 

She had apparently been 
smoking and had fallen asleep, 
police said. She was admitted to 
Victoria General Hospital where 
her condition is reported as good. 

Firemen said two neighbours, 
Susan Mahannah and Janine 
Johnson, smelled smoke, broke 
open the door and rescued the 
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woman before fire trucks 
arrived. 

In a fire earlier Saturday, a 19- 
year-old girl. Merle Schoomer, 
5% Toronto, was hospitalized 
with smoke inhalation. Police 
said a cigarette caused a fire in a 
mattress on which the girl had 
been sleeping following a party. 

Reno Renault, 38, received 
burns to his arm, legs and back 
when fire gutted his suite at 215 
Oswego Sunday morning causing 
$20,000-$25,000 damage. Renault 
was taken to hospital where he 
was treated and released. 

Firemen said a combination of 
careless smoking and faulty 
electrical wiring appeared to be 
the cause. 

The most damage was caused 
by a blaze that broke out in the 
Seagate apartments, 707 
Esquimau, early Saturday. 

A fire department spokesman 
said the fire, which caused 
$60,000 damages, started in a 
chesterfield and spread through 
an open door where the oc¬ 
cupants had fled and into the 
hallway. 

The suite was gutted and water 
damaged an apartment directly 
below. Smoke and heat caused 
varying damage to 43 other 
apartments in the complex.

Readers grumbled, ad¬ 
vertisers worried about 
Christmas sales, newsboys 
stayed home and radio stations 
reaped a bonanza this week as 
Greater Victoria was hit by its 
first major newspaper strike. 

It was bad news for some, good 
news for others and little news 
all around. 

People like George Pymm, 84, 
were just as unhappy about the 
strike at the two dailies as were 
big department stores like 
Eaton’s and The Bay, although 
for different reasons. 

For the past seven years, 
Pymm, a widower, has devoted 
the better part of each day to the 
daily newspapers. He devoured 
the Colonist every morning, and 
visited the main library every 
afternoon at 4 sharp to read the 
Times. 

“I’m absolutely lost,” he 
muttered as he sat in the library 
this week leafing through a 
Vancouver daily, searching for 
the Victoria news. 

Department stores, theatre 
owners, used-car dealers, travel 
agents and supermarket 
managers all put up a brave 
front. They didn’t foresee 


disaster, but agreed that a long 
strike would bite into their 
businesses. 

‘‘The pattern has broken 
down,” complained advertising 
manager Ron Tench of The Bay, 
stuck with a pile of ad layouts 
that were collecting dust. “We 
have no history of this type of 
experiencce in Victoria, and it’ll 
be interesting to see what 
happens.” 

Like Eaton’s, about 90 per cent 
of its advertising budget goes to 
the two daily newspapers. 

Used car dealer Charles de 
Pape predicted that a prolonged 
strike would reduce the number 
of people who go browsing from 
lot to lot. 

“Most of our customers come 
with a newspaper in their pocket, 
with Xs marked beside certain 
cars.” 

Travel agent Tom Woodward 
said the city’s 22 agents will start 
to feel the crunch in mid- 
December, when the 1974 tourist 
material arrives in their offices. 

“The travel service is an in¬ 


tangible thing. You’ve got to 
keep it before the public.” 

And grocery stories, with their 
slim profit margins, were suf¬ 
fering a mild case of the trem¬ 
bles. A spokesman for one big 
supermarket chain said shop¬ 
pers today are price-conscious 
enough to travel miles for a 
special item they see advertised 
in the daily newspaper. 

“This thing has sent 
everybody scrambling,” he said. 
“You may not believe it, but 
people will drive in all the way 
from Langford for their shopping 
if they see a few good specials in 
the papers.” 

Perhaps the first to suffer 
from the strike were the local 
cinemas. Jack Armstrong, 
manager of five theatres, 
reported a “big drpp” in 
business on Monday and blamed 
a lack of newspaper advertising. 

He said cinema-goers are 
pulled by grabby newspaper ads 
that appear day after day. 

Meanwhile, the proverbial 
man-on-the-street invaded the 


news stands fur Vaiicuuvei 
dailies, which sold in five and six 
times their normal numbers. 

One irate lady at Horseshow 
News on Government, missing 
out on the last copy of Uie 
Vancouver Sun, announced to all 
within earshot that she was 
cancelling her subscription to a 
local paper as soon as 
publication resumed. “I’m fed 
up,” she barked. 

Shops that normally sell 80 
copies of the Vancouver papers 
every day were nmning through 
more than 450, and dozens of 
news-hungry customers had to 
be turned away. 

Two elderly gentlemen en¬ 
tered a Yates Street shop and 
couldn’t understand why the 
Colonist and Times were not 
being published when a “union 
newspaper" (The Express) was 
in the works. 

Explained another news 
dealer: “Their dignity is hurt 
because they can’t buy the local 
paper they’ve been reading for 
decades.” 


Radio stations and the Vic¬ 
torian Weekly, meanwhile, were 
hitting new heights of propserity. 

Moaned CJVI sales manager 
Robbie Dunn: “I’ve got a stack 
of ad applications sitting on my 
desk that we can’t handle and it 
makes me sick to see all that 
money being refused.” 

All tliree stations had readied 
the maximum of 1,500 minutes of 
weekly commercial time 
allowed under federal 
regulations. 

Dunn said his station was 
running special feature columns, 
horoscopes, obituaries and 
world weather bulletins in an 
effort to produce a “newspaper 
of the air.” 

He also offered some hope to 
newspaper readers who usually 
follow the adventures of Mark 
Trail and Mar>' Worth. 

"We’re even toying with the 
idea of reading comic strips on 
the air, and will probably do it if 
the strikes goes on much 
longer." 

CXDA said it was turning out 


lunger newscasts and that 
regular advertisers, who are 
receiving preferential treat¬ 
ment, were warned last week to 
book air time before the strike 
hit. 

The local newspaper field was 
left almost entirely to the five- 
year-old Victorian, a weekly 
with a circulation of 87,000, 
which promptly announced it 
was expanding to two editions a 
week. 

Publisher John Damgaard 
said the tabloid was shuffling its 
staff to lay more stress on hard 
news. “We now have a different 
responsibility to the com¬ 
munity," he said. 

The strike at Victoria Press 
provided the Victorian with a 
windfall in advertising. 

Even the tiny C.C. Free Press, 
a struggling weekly that is 
operated on a shoestring, shared 
in the bonanza. 

“We got an ad today from 
Simpsons-Sears that we’ve been 
trying to get for months,” said 
publisher Dan Heffernan.

Region places 
books on shelf 


The Capital Region Board may 
be manoeuvered into accepting 
yet another function, despite its 
recent resolution that it will not 
take on additional services unless 
it gets additional sources of 
revenue. 

The added function in ques¬ 
tion is that of providing library 
services on a regional basis 


It's not that the regional board 
is particularly interested in en¬ 
tering the library services field, 
but It may come under pressure 
to do so as a result of new 
provincial policy which provides 
for generous grants to library 
systems operated on a regional 
level 

Initial overtures aimed at re¬ 


gionalism of library services 
were made last April by the 
Greater Victoria Library Board. 

To eliminate the annual strug¬ 
gle for removal of the library 
budget by the councils of the five 
municipalities served in the ex¬ 
isting library system, the lib¬ 
rary board urged the regional 
board to take over the function. 


Old Town wires 
face burial 
in co-op scheme 


A $3.5 million beautification 
scheme that will rid Victoria’s 
Old Town of all above-ground 
wiring and utility pules, has been 
approved by city council’s 
finance committee. 

The project, one of the most 
ambitious efforts to rehabilitate 
the older and decaying part of 
the city, will be financed by B.C, 
Hydro, B.C. Telephone Co. and 
t tlie city of Victoria. 
t- The city’s share of the cost will 
be $1.2 million. B.C. Hydro and 
"B.C. Tel will pay the remainder. 
^ The area affected by the un¬ 
derground wiring project is 
bounded by Pandora and the 
Inner Harbor, Government and 
Wharf. 

The city’s share will be 
financed with funds provided by- 
two last capital works budgets. 
Some mdney was included for 
the specific purpose of providing 
underground wiring; the rest 
will be transferred from projects 
wfiich have been cancelled. 

To get the ball rolling, the 
committee recommended to 
council that amendments to the 
capital budget bylaws be 
prepared, permitting the 
allocation of necessary funds. 


This project is the first en¬ 
deavor by the city to help finance 
the rehabilitation of Old 
Town. Until now, all efforts in 
that direction have come from 
private quarters. 

One example is tne formation 
last year of the Greater Victoria 
Environmental Enhancement 
Foundation, a non-profit 
organization, which undertook 
the restoration of the Simon 
I..eiser Building at 524 Yates, now 
the Capital Region Board’s 
headquarters. 

Similar projects have been 
carried out in various parts of 
the old city core ever since the 
Old Town Study was prepared by 
groups of students from the 
University of Victoria and the 
University of British Columbia. 

Aid. Sam Bawlf, a developer 
specializing in the “restoration 
of old buildings to contemporary 
use,” has been tping to create 
more interest in rebuilding, 
rather than tearing down old 
structures. 

Examples of Bawlf’s work are 
the Counting House on Broad 
and the old Law Courts Building 
in Bastion Square. 


Wage assurance 
aimed at dairies 


The provincial government 
has started negotiations with 
B.C. dairymen aimed at setting 
up the first income assurance 
scheme under enabling 
legislation brought in during the 
^fall session. 

Dairy Commissioner Dave 
‘Blair said the meetings will work 
out a cost-of-production formula 
which would guarantee 
dairymen an income at least 
equal to their costs. 

Blair said under the federal 
milk pricing formula dairymen 
are losing money because costs 
are inflating mor^uickly than 
the formula can respond. 

An income assurance scheme 
would be voluntary and operate 
like a regular insurance plan 
with farmers paying premiums 
in return for an assured income. 

Agriculture Minister Dave 


Stupich said in Abbotsford 
earlier this week the scheme 
would not prevent milk price 
increases but would keep in¬ 
creases in line with the existing 
federal formula. 

Last week dairy farmers 
threatened to withhold all their 
milk unless the government 
increased the wholesale price. 
They agreed to drop those 
threats when Stupich promised 
an income assurance scheme. 

The scheme would come under 
Bill 9, introduced during the fall 
session of the legislature, which 
allows the government wide 
powers to set up any kind of 
income scheme for the 
agriculture industry. 

The [M-ovince hopes the federal 
government will join in the 
program but Stupich said B.C. 
will “go it alone” if necessary. 


But so far, the regional board 
has refused to debate the pro¬ 
posal in detail. Last week, it 
referred the matter to the 1974 
regional board. 

Now. according to a letter sent 
to the regional board by the 
library board, four separate 
grants are available for library 
systems operated on a regional 
basis. 

The grants would provide a 
building grant of $150,000, ex¬ 
pansion grants of $2 per capita, 
headquarters grants of $2 per 
capita and resource cent re grants 
of $1 per capita. 

The letter says the provincial 
government envisions the even¬ 
tual establishment of 11 library 
systems in British Columbia. 

“The allocation of provincial 
grants will favor larger units of 
service, with provincial support 
not less than 20 per cent of 
the total cost of public library 
'services in B.C.,’’ the letter 
says. 

The province, it adds, would 
also pay no less than 20 per 
cent ofany large library system’s 
operating costs. 

In the case of the Greater Vic¬ 
toria Public Library, this would 
mean an increase in the pro¬ 
vincial government’s share of an¬ 
nual operating costs from $58,000 
nual operating costs from $58,- 
000, roughly five per cent, to 
$ 200 , 000 . 

Library Development Commis¬ 
sion would look on regionaliz¬ 
ation of theGreater Victoria Lib¬ 
rary “as a step in the right di¬ 
rection.” 

No decision on the matter is 
expected, however, until the 1974 
regional board takes office.

Eagleson said the requirement 
for a team to be compensated 
reduces the value of the option. 

“If Bobby Orr were to play out 
his option with Boston Bruins,” 
commented Eagleson. “what 
team would hire him, knowing 


they would be obliged to part 
with several players lir millions 
in cash?

“This is my contribution,” she 
says and I know where it 
goes. ■ 

It goes down the gullets of the 
horde of gulls that sends out a 
scream of welcome as she ap¬ 
proaches. It’s a daily largesse of 
bread crumbs. 

For tw 0 years the Bird Lady — 
who declines to give her name, 
age or address, except to say its 
an aparbiient in a building 
where her neighbors frown on 
her feeding birds in the garden — 
has kept her morning vigil with 
her friends. 

• They’re awfully glad to see 
me and it’s not all cupboard love 
on tlieir part." she says. 

As if to prove the Bird Lady 
right. Billy walks up. almost to 
the camera lens. He hurt his 
wing a while back but tender 


loving care extra that enables 
him to get bread rations from the 
Bird Lady enables him to 
compete with the healthiest of 
the flock. 

The Bird I.^dy used to include 
crows in her circle of winged 
friends. 

“I found special trees with a 
crotch in them, ” she explains, 

•where I could place the food.” 

That practice ground to a halt. 

•Some one tied a dead crow to 
the tree. You should have heard 
the screaming when they found 
one of their own kind dead.” 

She tried another tree with the 
same result.

Cougar manure 
suggested as 
deer repellent 


There’s a solution for 
vegetable gardeners whose 
crops get nibbled to the ground 
by deer — cougar manure. 

We’ve been sitting on this 
gold mine all the time,” joked 
Saanichton biologist David 
Hancock. 

Hancock’s pet cougar Qiimo 
has been producing gold at 
Island View Beach for nearly 
fiiur years, he said, and during 
tliat tune Hanc(x.k hasn’t seen a 
deer in the area. 

Saanich Peninsula gardeners 
have been plagued by deer for 
years, but this year the problem 
has tx’come critical. 

The provincial fi.sh and wildlife 
department suggests extremely 
hiuh, and equally expensive 
fences, or shooting the animals. 

Otlier peninsula residents have 
tri<-d hanging bags of blood in 
trees, making noises or letting 
dogs loose in their yards, said 
Hancock. 

F:arlier this week some people 
tried hanging a dead chicken in 
their garden, he said. 

Apparently a hawk attacked 
the chicken and got tangled in 
the string which was suspending 
tlie dead bird. The hawk also 
became a dead bird, he said. 

But the cougar manure has 
proven highly successful, he 
said. •It keeps the deer right 
away.” 

Horse manure is full of 
digested grass and oats which 
just attracts deer, he said, but 
cougars are evolutionary 
predators of deer and a deer

won’t go near an area that shows 
visible or odorous signs of a 
cougar. 

“Just spread it around the 
yard,” Hancock suggested. 

Asked how much cougar 
manure would be needed to repel 
deer and how long it would last, 
Hancock replied, “Certainly a 
bag or two would get you through 
the season.” 

But Hancock's cougar would 
be pretty busy if she supplied all 
the deer repellant for the 
Saanich Peninsula. 

Hancock said manure could be 
shipped from Sequim, 
Washington state’s Olympic 
Game Farm where the animals 
f(»r Walt DLsney Productions are 
kept. 

There are 40 cougars over 
there producing solutions to the 
peninsula deer problem each 
day, he said. 

John Zacharias, of the 
provincial department of 
agriculture, field crop branch, 
agrees horse manure attracts 
deer. 

Asked if cougar manure would 
be a good fertilizer, Zacharias 
said the government had no 
information on the substance but 
••any animal manure is a good 
fertilizer.” 

Manure contains varying 
amounts of nitrogen, phosphate 
and potash which improve the 
organic qualit>' of the soil, 
making it easier to work, said 
Zacharias. 

He docs have one question 
about the use of cougar manure 
— “How do you collect it?”

Bill proposes U S' site near border 

Superport bid next year 


A member of the Washington 
State legislature will present a 
bill next year to permit 
establishment of a supertanker 
deepwater port in Puget Sound, 
near the Canadian border. 

Tlie port, if approved, would 
permit the unloading of crude oil 
from supertankers and a 
massive expansion of refineries. 

However. Gov. Dan Evans 
said he will oppose the bill. 
Evans said Washington State has 
all the refineries it needs and it 
made no sense to refine gasoline 
and other products thousands of 
miles away from the proposed 
market. 

The bill will be presented in 
Januarj- by Rep. Robert Perr>' 

(Deiuocrat-Seattle). 

It will propose a deepwater 
port and expansion of refineries 
in the area from Anacortes to the 
Canadian border, including the 
Cherry Point strip. 

The refined products would be 
shipped by pipeline to Chicago 
and other mid-west markets. 

Perry argued that Cherry 
Point is suitable for superport 
development and has space for 
additional refineries. The 
proposal is being criticized 
sha^ly by Washington State 
environmental groups which, 
earlier this year, predicted that 
applications for about 10 ad¬ 
ditional refineries of the size of 
the Arco operation at cherry 
Point would be made shortly 
after the Alaska pipeline was 
approved. 

The Perry biU is seen as the 
opening round in the campaign 
by various industrial groups to 
win approval for refinery ex¬ 
pansion. 

Washington state leaders are 
trying to assess the strength of 
the Perry forces, and views are 
mixed about the bill's chances 
for success. 

The Washington En¬ 
vironmental Council is con- 
c'emed that the bill may get 
fairly wide support because of 
scare stories about a fuel 
shortage. 

One Washington State ob¬ 
server said that sbc months ago 
the bill would not have rated a 
second glance, but the energy 
crisis improves its chances for 
success with every day. By the 
time it comes .^op for debate, 
Washington will have gone 
through a nigged winter of 
gasoline and electncity shor¬ 
tages. 

If it passes the house, it then 
goes to the stdle senate. The 
governor said he would oppose

the bill in the early stages but did 
not indicate his course of action 
should it pass both the senate 
and house. 

Evans said Washington State 
was looking for non-polluting 
industries that would provide 
jobs but refineries provided few 
jobs and were a hazard to the 
environment. 

In addition, it made sense to 
build refineries near large 
ceiibes of population. It was 
easier to transport large 
amounts of crude oil to the main 
markets than to ship the various 
products over long distances. 

The Seattle Area Industrial 
Council is expected to be a major 
supporter of the Perry bill. The 
council has urged expansion of 
various industries to provide 
jobs for wokers in the region. 

A superport at Cherry Point 
would be able to handle super¬ 
tankers of more than 400,000 
tons. Tankers now bringing 
crude oil to Cherry Point are in 
the 70,000 tons range, while the 
ones carrying crude oil from 
Vancouver to the eastern 
seaboard are 30,000 tons. 

The present Cherry Point 
tankers carry about half a 
million barrels of oil. A single 


supertanker can carry more 
than sbc times as much or con¬ 
siderably more than 3 million 
barrels of crude oil. 

At least six refineries the size 
of Arco at Chary Point would be 
required to process shipments of 
that size. 

First hearings into the 
proposal will be held by the 
house transportation committee 
in CMympia. Perry is chairman of 
tlie ctMiiHiittec. If it passes tlie 
committee it must then get 
approval of the state House of 
Representatives. 

A major battle would likely 
then develop as to which com¬ 
mittee in the state senate it 
would be referred to. The senate 
transportation committee and 
the senate ecology committee 
would both have a claim on it. 
The bill would get a rougher ride 
in the ecology committee.

'Our exporting to Japan is 
threatened,’’ Wurster said, “The 
Japanese freighter line that ships 
our boats has had its fbel quota 
cut from 50 million tons to 20 
million tons”

tage.' salesman Desmond Tay¬

As of Feb. 5, Taylor said, 
prices will be bumped a gig¬ 
antic 58 per cent for the same 
reason. 

“Boats will be scarce 
and prices are going to hit the 
market pretty bad, ” Taylor said.

Pleasure boat owners 
get boot from Sidney 


Owners of pleasure boats 
moored at a fishermen’s wharf 
in All Bay in Tsehiim Harbor 
have until Dec. 7 to remove 
them. Sidney Mayor Stan Dear 
said. 

The deadline was set earlier 
this week when a delegation 
from Sidney’s fishermen com¬ 
mittee met with members of the 
town council to discuss problems 
at the wharf. 

Last year, at the request ot the 
fishermen, Sidney obtained a 
three-year lease on tlie wliarf 
from the federal government. 

A number of fishermen at¬ 
tended a council meeting Nov. 26 
md complained of the pleasure 
boats occupying moorages which 
tliey said should be used by 
fishing vessels. 

At this week’s meeting council 
agreed on the Dec. 7 deadline. 


Sidney Town Gerk Jeff I>ogan 
said registered letters have been 
sent to the pleasure boat owners, 
all from Greater Victoria, in¬ 
forming them of the deacUne. 

If the owners fail to respond to 
the order, he said. Canoe Cove 
Marina will be asked to remove 
the boats and store them. 

Council would need to 
authorize the marina to tow each 
boat, said Logan. 

Canoe Cove Manager Sam 
Vennard said, “I think I want to 
assure myself of the legality of 
this thing first.” 

Vennard said he has received 
only one call from the town hall 
asking if the towing services 
were available and if Canoe Cove 
has the space to store them. 

Towing would require two men 
and the marina’s tugboat, he 
said, and the charges would be 
about $20. 


Monthly dry-land storage 
charges are 10 cents a foot, he 
said adding “1 understand there 
are three really big ones.”

While Canada remains in a 
stronger position than the US., 
the Canadian branch plant econ¬ 
omy will inevitably respond to 
cutbacks across the border And 
the Toronto market seems unable 
to resist downward pressures on 
Wall Street. 

In the United States, brokers 
are even more gloomy than their 
Canadian counterparts.

two months ago but nobody list¬ 
ened to me Well, it's happening

Mining to level off in 74 


Mining production in British 
Columbia will level off in 1974 
an<l no major new mines will 
be developed. B.C. mines do 
paHment predicted this week. 

Increased quantity of produc¬ 
tion in 1974 is not anticipated. " 
says the government report 
Only one new mine openeiJ in 
1973 an<l currently no major 
mines are in development stage." 

The estimates show a 5S 8 
per cent increase in the value 
of mineral production in 1973 
over 1972 with total value es¬ 
timated at $993 million compared 
with $C37 million last year 
This will be the 12th consecu¬ 
tive year that production value 
rei-ords have been broken 
With production levelling off. 


any further increase in the value 
of production next year will de¬ 
pend on "the continuation of cur¬ 
rent high metal prices and the 
economic well-being of mineral 
consuming nations, notably Jap¬ 
an." the report says 

Most of the increase this year 
is due to large increases in the 
quantity and value of copper and 
to increases in the price of coal, 
zinc, gold and silver. 

The value of all metals mined 
in B.C. IS expected to increase 
to $701 million in 1973, up 88 
per cent fi-om $372 million in 
1972. 

Fuels will increase in value 
about 11 per cent to $191 million 
compared with $170 million in 
1972. 


Structural materials, such as 
cement and gravel, are expected 
to rise 6 5 per cent in value, from 
$67 million m 1972 to $71 mil¬ 
lion this year 

Industrial minerals will likely 
jump to $30 million, up 17 per 
cent from $26 million 

During the fall session of the 
legislature the government was 
attacked by Social Creilit .in«l 
Liberal members who charged 
the administration with creating 
a climatt of uncertainty in B.C 
which is seriously hampering 
mining production. 

Opposition members claimeil 
mining exploration in the prov¬ 
ince had declined drastically 
since the NDP took office 15 
months ago 


He said bargain hunters would 
probably start buying up stocks 
about February or March. 

Main cause of concern is the 
oil shortage which is having an 
ever - widening impact on 
the North American economy 
Industries are beginning to cut 
back production to conserve fuel 
The plastics industry is facing 
a shortage of petrochemicals. 
Its basic ingredients. Layoffs are 
expected in Detroit. 

Transportation companies be¬ 
low the border are trying to get 
guaranteed supplies of fuel to 
maintain full schedules. Some 
airlines have already laid off 
employees United Airlines was 
the first to announce major cut¬ 
backs and the company plans a 
further layoff just before Christ¬ 
mas. 

While Canadian transportation 
companies have sufficient sup¬ 
plies of oil. uiternational flights 
are beginning to be hampered by 
an inability to fuel up in other 
countries. Major casualties over 
the winter will be flights 
to Hawaii and other winter vaca¬ 
tion grounds Air Canada has also 
had to curtail some flights to 
London on a temporary basis. 

Inside Canada, supplies of 
petroleum products should be 
adequate although there remains 
the problem of delivering enough 
heating oil to the eastern sea¬ 
board Extension of the Trans- 
Canada Pipeline from Sarnia, 
Ont , to Montreal, by the end 
of 1975. will solve the problem 
over the long term but Quebec 
faces two winters of uncertain 
supplies before that time. 

The other major factor pushing 
down on the stock market is the 
revival of the belief that North 
America is headmg into a reces¬ 
sion next year. 

The Idea originated during the 


summer and prices started to 
sag. Then.,growmg confidence 
restored the Dow Jones index to 
a level just below 1,000 before 
recession talk began again 

The difference now is that talk 
is of a severe recession rather 
than a minor one, with the pet¬ 
roleum shortage adding to the dil- 
ficulties 

The oil shortage is also 
severely affecting the economy 
of Japan and western Europe, 
two major purchasers of 
Canadian goods. British Columbia 
in particular is vulnerable to 
world market conditions because 
much of its lumber and copper 
production is exported 

While Canada, and western 
Canada in particular, has a 
stronger economy at this time 
than most of the western mdus- 
trialized nations, it will be under 
severe pressure because of re¬ 
cession influence from the United 
States, Japan and western Europe 


Food prices 
decline 

OTTAWA - Although 
wholesale food prices fell in 
October. Statistics Canada 
reports tliat the costs of in¬ 
dustrial raw materials and 
manufactured goods have risen. 

The wholesale price index was 
reported up nine-tenths of one 
percent. The over-all price in¬ 
dex, at 404.3 compared to its 
39 base of 100 was 26.8 per cent 
higher than a year earlier, tlie 
report said. 

VegeUible products declined 
five-tentlis of one per cent and 
antiiial products dropped 1.5 per 
cent in October, but tliey are 
higher over the year. 

The only decline in industrial 
commodities was six-tenths of 
one per wnt for wood products, 
wliich were still up 11.1 per c-ent 
from a year earlier.

Clyde 
Savage supported his motion to 
recommend approval of the 
building permit, after Pollen 
could find no seconder for an 
amendment which would have 
referred the matter to council 
without recommendation. 

Earlier, again with the lone 
opposition of the mayor, the com¬ 
mittee referred to the Advisory 
Planning Commission a staff pro¬

OTTAWA - The Liberal 
government faces another 
confidence vote Monday night 
and observers here say the NDP 
caucus is restless and may vote 
against the government bringing 
down the minority ad¬ 
ministration. 

The non-confidence motion 
will be put forward by Con¬ 
servative energy critics and the 
exact framing of the motion will 
not be known until Friday. 

But “hawks” in the NDP 
caucus are multiplying and 
(NDP—Skeena) is already 
predicting a Feb. 11 general 
election on the assumption that 
his party will join with the 
Conservatives to defeat the 
government. 

No official NDP position has 
been declared but one party 


member said this week the NDP 
could not retain its credibility if 
they fall back on the stance that 
they would be irresponsible to 
defeat the government because 
important social legislation 
remains before the house. 

“If we did that,” he said, "no 
one would believe us.” 

Several Liberal cabinet 
ministers, while not accepting 
inevitable government defeat, 
acknowledge that this is the most 
dangerous situation of the 
session. 

The Liberal caucus is having 
difficulty reaching consensus on 
a variety of oil and energy 
matters but government sources 
said they are scrambling to 
bring forth new oil policies and 
announcements before Monday 
in an attempt to diffuse the 
situation.

Grimshaw. Roberts and Miss 
MacKenzie have previously es¬ 
tablished themselves in lead roles 
with VOS and other companies, 
while Miss McAdam is out¬ 
standing in a difficult role that is 
her first step out of the back 
ground. 

In Guys and Dolls, Howard 
Denike and a satisfactory sound 
system combine to prevent over¬ 
powering by the orchestra of the 
singers, so often a problem in 
past productions.

College rule system hit 


University officials will have 
to step out from behind a 
“thicket of committees" and 
take individual responsibility for 
making dicisions, a member of 
the provincial government’s task 
force on universities said 
Tuesday. 

He said the task force report 
did not recommend major 
changes to the structure (rf 
university government because 
effective decision-making 
depends more on people than 
organization. 

"We want the decision-makers 
to become responsible in the true 
sense of the parliamentary 
system," said Dr. Walter Young, 
University of Victoria chairman 
of political science, and member 
of the commission to review 
university government. 

“Rather than one man making 
the decision, and acting 
responsibly, and saying, T did it, 
and for these reasons,’ we’ve 
produced a system over the 
years where no one wants to take 
responsibility for any decision. 

“In the end the problem is 
referred through a thicket of 
committees and decisions are 
being incredibly bogged down," 
said Young. 

The interim report prepared 
under the chairmanship of B.C.’s 
education commi.ssioner John 
Bremer — called a working text 
— has been strongly criticized 
by faculty and students mainly 
in Vancouver who claim its 
recommendations lack any 
innovation whatsoever. 

Young, however, thinks the 
report is simply a guideline 
which offers suggestions and 
"we’re depending on students 
and faculty members for con¬ 
structive criticism” at a series of 
public hearings, the first of 
which is scheduled for Jan. 11 at 
UVic. 

One structural change 
recommended is that the board 
of governors become a board of 
trustees, responsible as trustees 
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of public funds. A new UVic 
senate would consist of 44 
members with the university 
president in the new position of 
being a votinv member. 

The senate would be opened up 
to more student representation 
— 25 per cent — with ad¬ 
ministration making up 25 per 
cent and faculty having 50 per 
cent representation. 


“Most important is that the 
practice of referring decisions to 
committees of senate will have 
to be changed in the minds of the 
members." 

And a proposed Council of B.C. 
Universities, composed of lay 
people appointed by government 
and . the three university 
presidents, will act as an in¬ 
termediary to the government 


and the community, says Young. 

He thinks student criticism of 
the report has been misguided: 

“They must not understand 
the workings of a university. 
Insistence that they should be 
allowed representation on the 
board of governors is misguided. 
In reality students would be 
bored to sobs if they knew what 
the board does and they had to sit 


through it.” 

One UVic student represen¬ 
tative, indicating he’d like the 
chance to be “bored to sobs,” 
feels the essential point of the 
report lies in the statement: 
“that lusting change can' be 
assured by modest alterations 
which encourage new 
relationships to develop from 
within." 


Murder hearing starts 


An order banning publication of 
evidence was issued by Judge 
William Ostler as a preliminary 
hearing began Tuesday in Vic¬ 
toria provincial court of a capi¬ 
tal murder charge against re¬ 
tired Saanich builder Clifford 
Earle Clark, 66, of 121 Kamloops. 

The charge followed the death 
in hospital Sept. 21 of Mrs. Freda 
Helen Eveleigh, 56, also a Saan¬ 
ich resident, 11 days after a 
shooting on the Hillside Plaza 
parking lot. The hearing was 
expected to continue Wednesday 
and Thursday and may not end 
this week. 

A charge of criminal negli¬ 
gence causing death was read 
Monday before Ostler against 
Donald William Voddeii, 31, of 
2916 Pickford. It resulted from 
the death of Randolf Tendras- 
heske, 19, of Yorkton, Sask., in 
a car-truck collision Nov. 2b 
in Saanich. A hearing date will 
be set later. 

Ostler levied fines of $500 
each for Thomas Andrew Wallace 


McNaughton, 43, of 1734 Newton, 
and John Weaver Hamel, 43, of 
2233 Bowker. They were found 
guilty after trial on a Saanich 
charge of cheating at play in a 
five-man dice game in May at 
a Saanich home. 

In traffic court Monday, Joseph 
James Thomas, 21, of 1489 Ad¬ 
mirals, pleaded guilty to a charge 
of impaired driving and refusing 
a breath-test Oct 10 inColwood 
and to charges of dangerous 
driving and lack of Insurance 
July 21 in Central Saanich. 

Judge Harold Alder fined 
Thomas a toial of $1,050, ruled 
Thomas must spend 58 days in 
jail if the fines are not paid 
“forthwith," and banned him 
from driving for three years.

But to protect single-family 
living, changes must be made. 
He cited the use of smaller lots 
and the de-emphasis of roads in 
residential areas as ways in 
which detached homes could 
continue to be built. 

While supporting the main¬ 


tenance of the single-family 
home, Nicolson said single¬ 
family zoning should be 
questioned. ”1 really wonder 
what is wrong, for example, in 
having duplexes in single-family 
areas,” he said. 

On the shorter term, Nicolson 
said efforts are being made to 
meet the housing shortage in 
B.C. through all levels of 
government. 








He said municipalities have 
come to recognize the urgency of 
the shortage and are making 
way for more housing, having 
passed Uirougli Ute phase where 
municipal councils approached 
all developers as bad.

“At this time of year that par¬ 
ticular intersection doesn’t need 
any more water — recycled or 
otherwise." 

Aid. Leslie Passmore said the 
proposal would be “shot down in 
flames without a ghost of a 
chance” if it were put to public 
hearing. “We’d be wasting oui 
time."

MacMillan Bloedel Ltd. has 
closed permanently its 180-man 
Red Band shingle mill on the 
Fraser River in Vancouver. 

The closure was announced 
this week by Jack Forrest, the 
company's vice-president of 
forestry and building materials. 

Forest said all employees at 
the mill would be offered jobs at 
other MacMillan Bloedel 
operations and that they would 
retain seniority, vacation credits 
and benefit plans. 

The mill has been down for 18 
months by an International 
Woodworkers of America strike, 
said Forrest, and this combined 
with the advanced age of the mill 
and dwindling markets for 
shingles has made tlie operation 
uneconomic. 

“A study of our long-term 
market for building materials 
makes it abundantly clear that to 
achieve full utilization of the 
available lug supply, and 
maximum economic return from 
it, we must convert this type of 
log to lumber and other products 
rather than shingles," he said. 

The mill opened in the early 
20 s and now needs new stacks 
and motors, he added. 

Forrest also said the com¬ 
pany’s shingle mill at Port 
Alberni will continue to operate 
since it is not faced with the 
same economic pressures and it 
is processing raw material 
which is suitable only for 
shingles. 


He said he would like to sw 
“wider integration” of public 
housing in the community .
